+ would therefore have obſerved in the fifch Seal the remarkable dif- 
ſerent diſpenſation of God, when moſt of the ten Perſecutions had ra- 
oed,'and ſent home ſuch mulcicudes of believing Chiiſtians to blefled. 
neſs by their ſufferings ; that by the opening of that fifth Seal, is figni- 
fied to the Church how God was mindful of the Blood of the Martyrs, 
by the crying of the Souls under the Altar, for revenge ; not that they 
in'Happineſs then did complain, or ſo did really cry for Vengeance,
